DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The claim{s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor (s), 
at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. In claims 1 and 16, the newly-claimed 
limitation of a ''non-pressurized mold" is not supported by the 
originally-filed specification and thus, constitutes new matter. 
In claim 1, the newly-claimed limitation of ''said injection head 
being supported . . . said screed mold" is not supported by the 
originally- filed specification and thus, constitutes new matter. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 16, the newly-claimed limitation of a ''non- 
pressurized mold" renders the claim indefinite principally 
because it is not clear what applicant intends to cover by such 
a recitation (e.g., is the mold structure non-pressurized, is 
the molding space within the mold non-pressurized, it is not 
clear exactly what pressure levels or readings is encompassed by 
non-pressurized) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sahr et al (U.S. Patent 6,286,448 Bl) in 
combination with Khan (U.S. Patent 6,280,178 Bl) for the reasons 
of record. 
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7. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Johnson et al (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication 2004/0155385 Al) in combination with Khan (U.S. 
Patent 6,280,178 Bl) for the reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-30 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection. 

9. Applicant argues that none of the references teach a screed 
mold process (the cited references teach closed systems of 
injection molding) . Examiner responds that the cited references 
render the claimed subject matter (as broadly set forth and 
understood) obvious, in view of the indef initeness of the claims 
(with respect to the term ''non-pressurized"). 

10. Applicant argues that Sahr et al and Khan do not teach side 
rails and a honeycomb shape. Examiner responds that these 
aspects would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made in the process of Sahr et 
al in combination with Khan principally in order to prepare a 
mold having a desired structure.
